The Chinese certainly would not 
enjoy paying Americans a cumshaw lik: 
thit. Buatif Mr. Jeevroan would recognise 
that there was much more than one Sin 
Francisco “incident,” he need not go furt rer 
for ulterior prece ling causes of di-xplessur >. 
The ill-treatment of Chineaa on the Cali- 
foruiin coast was no new item of news to 
the Chinese. Such incidents have always 
been plentiful; they are going on still; aud 
angels could not persuad: the Asiatics tht 
the Americans of that locality have ever 
been models of tolerance or courtesy. The 
boycott came, not with the fir.t pret:x>, but 
with the first recognition (due to study in 
foreign methods and mauners) that a 
weapon lay to their han:ls. At leist they 
thought it did. The weakest people wou'd 
be powerful if that weapon were always 
available, but it is a weapon that requires 
specia‘ ammunition—powder of unanimity 
and shut of coherence. I[t was the failure 
of ammunition that caused the failurs of 
the weap :n, as we sail it would at the tima.

CHINA ASSOCIATION REPORT.

(Daily Press, 28th June.) 

Most of the questions mentioued ia the 
annual report of the China Association 
have, as the Hongkong Chairman expressed 
it in a letter to the Lindo. committee, 
‘now passed for the tige being inio a 
quiescent stage.’ Some progress 13 hotad, 
but og ths whole the year’s rscord csnnot 
be called a jubilant one. In som) instances 
the represeatationmof the Coins Association 
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others; to use another expressive phrase of 
Mr. Murray Srewart's, the Association 
has been condemned “to the silence which 
befits impotence.” It was considered, 
naturally, as the report remarke, that the 
tour of the Chinese Commissioners “ implied 
n definite intention of reforming and 
renovating much that, however efficacious 
und respectworthy in the past, is admittedly 
unfitted .f0 present conditions.” They 
spoke, indeed, as if that were the purpose, 
but the Report just received notes 
that “the prospect is still obscure.” 
It will not be a hard matter for some 
members to agree with Mr. ARcHIBALD 
R. Cotqunoun in one of his recent writings, 
wherein be says that “the actual policy of 
the Peking authorities has never varied. 
They bave never tackled reform in any 
practical spirit.” The China Association is 
Jess pessimistic; it says the doubt whether 
“the grent bureaucracy which has heev 
accustomed for centuries to batten on the 
people ia prepared to forego the privileges 
it has misused "’ remains unsolved, whereus 
Mr. Coreunoun and others would tell us 
that doubt has reccived fiesh confirmation. 
There are pregniut words in this very 
report which cun szaicely be said to hold 
out hope to the reflective. 

‘lt hes been a persistent misforf{une for 
China that ber rule: have always tried to assert 
{hemae]s es by resistance rather than by progress, 
by keeping foreigners at aim’s lengsh rather 
than by engaging their help. The wave of Chau- 
vinism which is now passing over the country is 
due probably to various causes, among Which 
the defeat of Russia by Japan, the guarantee 
of Chinese inlegrify in the Anglo-Japaneee 
treaty, and jealousy of thesuperior consideration 
shown {o Japan ure probably chief. But deep 
down also is the fradifional vanity of the 
literate, fostered during cenluries of isolation, 
which resents fcreign intrusion and resents a 
superiority whith Japan was wise enough to ad- 
mit and to cbviate by study and assimilation.” 

In a way, it is pointed out, China has 
ndmitted this, by Lerattempts at encourag- 
ing foreign schooling; but those attempts 
have been epasmodic, and foiled (notwith- 
standing a big scmblence of succces) by 
the usual drawbacks, Dr. Morrison was 
impressed Ly the numerous provisions for 
the new education he encountered in his 
recent travels, ut Peking has also Leen 
impreseed by the disceutent bred by a 
smattering of ‘ Western learning”, and the 
recent Edict referring to Confucius was one 
sign of the withdrawal of its countenance. 
This instability may he put down fo the 
iiritability engendered by ccnsciousness of 
weakiess. Army reform (so far as it has 
gone) and the ‘guarentee cf integrity” 
Lefore mentioned might account fer tue 
activity of the reactionaries ; but there is 
no proof that Peking trusts the Japanese 
any more than it loyes them, and so bids 
are made for other foreign sympathy by 
protertations ond promisrs of re orm, 
constitutional, juridical, ard other, Con- 
slivutioual reform is very much in the 
clouds; and the Icudly advertised juridical 
reforms resolved themselves into the aboli- 
tion at Shanghai cf certain severer forms 
of punishnient—an abolition, curiously 
enough, not appreciated there, and the 
status quo has since been restored, pro- 
bably since this undated Report was 
written. Our “impotence” to further 
these reforms requires noebetter illustration 
than Chinu’s failure, despite repeated 
urgings prompted by the Association, to 
carry into effect the contract in the second 
clause of the Mackay Treaty, and to

The minutes of the previous mezting were 
read, and confirmed. 

AN EXPLANATION BY HIS EXCKLLENCY. 

His ExceLyency—Gentlemen, before pro- 
ceeding with the business I won'd like to advert 
(o some remarks (hat I made at the last meeting 
of this Council wher speaking on the Bill for 
the amendment. of section 175 of the Public 
Health and Buildiogs Ordinance, I said that 
] thought the Lon, member nominated by the 
Chamber of Commerce had in bis mind a certain 
block of buildings when he was xpeakinz on the 
Bill. Thad that particular block of buildings 
in my own mind because it is a typical 
hard case for the relief of which, among 
others, the Bill to amend the section was 
introduced, and because it is the most important 
of the hard cases concerning which the San tary 
Board has asked the Governor in Counc! to 
deal with. Therefore this particular block of 
buildings had been, and still ie, the subject of 
correspond+nee between the Sanitary Board and 
the Government, It was therefore, I submit, 
not altogether unreasonable that a connection 
between the block to which I have referred and 
the Bill should exist in the mind of the hon. 
member as it did in my own micd. It never 
occurred to me when I made the remarks I 
did that my words would be construed as 
imputing improper motives to the hon. member. 
‘}here could be no question of axe grinding in 
the matter, becan-e the Bill was not introduced 
at hig instance but on my own initiative in 
order to give relief to various buildings and 
to this block in particular. I may say I have 
taken some interest in the matter, and had 
myself cnly recently visited the block in 
question. However the hov, member took my 
meaning up otherwise, aod I can only assure 
him that I bad no intention to question his 
singleness of purpose, and that I regret that 
apy words of mire should have been capable of 
such interpretation, And, gentlemen, whi'e 
expressing regret that I shoud, even unin- 
tentionally, have wounded the ferlings of the 
on. member, may I remind him that officials 
have feelings too, and that the charge of wnt of 
honesty in dealing with the compensation clauses 
under the Public Health and uildings 
Ordinance was not and is not appreciated by 
men who, under the leadership of as thorough 
and honest and straightforward a man as ever 
occupied the chair I have now the hononr of 
occupying, namely Sir Henry Arthur Blake, 
endeavoured to the best of their ability to deal 
justly and impartially between taxpayers 
whe are not property owners and taxpayers 
who have the fortune, or shall I call it misfor- 
‘une, to have an interest in property.

THE COBICLE QUESTION. 

Hon. Dr. Ho Kat—Yonr Excellency, I rise 
to move the series of resolations standing 
in my name, and as a matter of con- 
venience, Sir, I would beg leave to more these 
resolutions en bloc since they are very closely 
connected with each other, and after due 
consideration and discussion they may be put 
singly and separately from the chair. At the 
meeting held on the 13th instant, your 
Ercell-ncy, whils speaking on the question pf 
oubicles, made use of the following words—“ 
am in great hopes that the community as-a 
whole will take this subjeot into their most 
serious consideration, and try to arrive this time 
at some method of dealing with this quastion 
which will really settle it once for all.” In 
your hope, Sir, I share, andit is to give an 
early opportunity to the members of this 
Conncil, and also to the public at large, of 
congidering and discuesing this question, and 
of arriving at some definite idea regarding it, 
that I now bring this resolution forward, I 
hope that after due deliberation we will be able 
{o suggest to the Government some method by 
which the question can bs dealt with in an 
effective nianner, and that we will not ocon- 
tiona to tinker with it, but grasp it firmly 
and be able to make provisions in 1 new law to 
deal with the question once for all, Now, Sir, 
with regard to resolutions 1 and 2, which read:— 
lL. ‘Chat in the opinion of this Council a new 
law relating to cubicles in Chinese dwelliag 
houses is urgently required. 2. That it is 
desirable that ench new law should include 
some method of dealing with the cubicle question 
which will be of a thorongh nature and will 
settle the matter once forall, 1 will not dwell 
on these resolu‘ions at considerable length be- 
cause I believe thata f-wextracts from the report 
of the Sanitary Commission, and also from the 
spa-ch of your Excellency delivered on the 13th 
inslant iu this Council will make it clesr to 
everybody that the terms of th-se two reeolu- 
tiens are perfectly true, and will make them 
quite acceptable to bouourable mambers of this 
Couneil and to the public at large. I beg Bir, 
to quote from pige 9 of the Sanitary ‘ ommis 
sivu'’s report ou the subject of cubicles, the 
remarks contained in paragraphs 59 to 69 
(reads). This from the report of the Commis- 
sion, and then, Sir, I wonld refer to your 
aldress of the 13th (reads), After these 
extracts, Sir, 1 think it is quits needless for 
me to add anything to insure the acceptance of 
these two resolutions by the Council. Now, 
in coming to resolution 3: “Tat the scheme 
for pulling down the upper stories of every 
third house in the bl. oks of Muses jo China 
town and the provision of litgral windows in 
the upper stories of the atijacent houses is a 
desirable and effective scheme.” I have come 
t2 a definite proposal which was rtarted or con- 
ceived some five years ago. It had b-en com- 
municated to the Government, I thiok in- 
formally, and it has received cunsideration from 
the Governmant. Plans have been draf:ed by 
my hon. friend tha Directur of Public Works 
opposit-, and copies laid on the table shéw 


ing how to carry ont the géheme, and- 
what the lonsas left would look like, 
The adoption of the scheme meant the 


pulling down of every third house in a row of 
houses, which gives open spices between the 
houses, into which lateral windows coakl be 
opened and sunlight admitted. Models were 
also made by an officer of the Sar itary 
Department showing the houses proposed to 
be altered or built under this scheme, and I 
believe these models are to be seen in the 
Medical Officer’s room at the Sanitary Board, 
where any genltlenan can pay a» visit and 
view them, I have personally taken some 
pirt in recommending this scheme -fo the 
Government, and bad sever ‘ intertiews with Sir 
Henry Blaka end the Medical Oftcer of 
Health on the subject. ‘I'he objections 
advanced to it at that time were two in | articn- 
lar. and these objections succeeded in setting 
aside the scheme for the time being in favour of 
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certain suggestions by the medical experts, and | the session 19v2, 


which suggestions as we now see, are totally bad 
in effect. The first objection to the scheme was 
that it involved a very lerge sam of money, I 
think some eight million of dollare. It was 
said thea that the Government would not, 
and could not, afford such a large som, 
not even a proportion of it, a third or a 
half of it. Now these objections at that 
time seemed to have a very great deal of 
influence with the anthorities because they 
thought compensation was given for the loss of 
cubicles. Under that impression, they justly 
said they would have nothing to do with it. 
Why should the Government pay compensation 
to landlords who put up illegal cobicles on the 
floors of their houses? And if these cubicles 
are insanitary, they say, the Sanitary Board 
should insist on having them removed. Then 
agtin they asked why the Government should pay 
compensation for the removal of those cubi. 
cles and the logs of them. ‘That is mistaking 
our scheme altogether. We use the word com. 
pensation, or we might use the word contribu- 
tion. We were not, and are not asking the 
Government to give compensation for that 
purpose to landlords. We only ask the Govern- 
ment to contribute a proportion of the money 
required for the resumption of certain property 
which will be converted into open space for the 
use of adjacent or surrounding houses. I will 
give an example, and then, I think, hon. mem- 
bers will be able to understand what I mean. 
There area row or block of houses of five or 
six together. Everybody knows the shape of 
Chinese houses; they are Jong narrow houses, 
each house measuring about 15 feet in width 
externally, and about 50 feet. in depth. Inver. 
nally the depth will be a couple of feet legs, 
say 48 feet and the width would be ebout 13 
feet 6 inches or 13 feet. Now, these houses 
stand on land carved ont to correspond with 
the size -of the house, and that piece of land is 
registered in the Land Office as section A or 
B or subsection A or B of that lot. Twese 
houses are geverally owned by separate 
owoers, and each house ig frequently 
transferred and dealt with as a separate lol, 
Now, how could the landlords of two adjacent 
houses who might wish to improve their pro- 
perty and intreduce light and air do so without 
getting rid of the house separating theirs ? 
Clearly they could do nothing unless the Go: 
vernment would step iu and resume that house 
after giving full compensation Then they 
could pall it down, oither right down or to the 
first floor, and provide open epsce for the 
houses on either side, Of course it would be a 
question whether the Government would in fact 
I think it is quite just the Government shou'd 
—insist that- the landowners on either side 
should contribute a proportion—w hat propor- 
tion I don’t want to touch upon jast at present 
—but & proportion of the cost of resuming that 
house. ‘(hen again, if the third houses in a 
blook of houses’.is in the ownership of one 
particular persom, compensation is asked for 
simply to compensate the landlord. for 
sacrificing one House in three for an open 
space. Such open space a: t only benefits hia own 
house, but the Colony at large inasmuch as when 
the introduction of light and air into domestic 
dwellings is settled, the sanitation of the Colony 
of Hongkong becomes a most simple problem, 
so that objection to this scheme, I think, after 
certain cSnsideration,,cannot be strong. Lt is 
notedo compenzate landlords for the loss of 
cubicles, bup it is to give a contribution of 
money for the resumption of land to be provided 
a3 open space. Now the second objection to 
this scheme formerly was more or lass 
by the landowners. They said that the 
partition walla as they were built would be too 
weak when the intermediate houses were pulled 
down, and a good deal of expense would have to 
be incurred by the landlords of the houses on 
either side to strengthen these walls. That is, 
of course, an architectural question. I suppose 
when we get the third house taken down, or 
before, an architect will be employ-d, so I can 
see neither technical nor practical difficulty in 
strengthening the walls as desired. However, 
these two objeotiqns, as I say, wore a0 stroug at 
the time that they overpowered tue recom- 
“mandation, and the result was that wh-n the 
Pablio Health Ordinance No, 1 of 19 3 was 
paseod, it contained no provision to carry out 
this soheme, I have Hansard in my hand for 
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and I wish to quote just a 
few lines in a speech of mine made at that 
time (quotes), The (Government have dis. 
regarded that recommendation and they have 
tried some other provisin. ‘These provisions 
have, after five years, been found to bs 
ineficacious, and now some new method must 
be found, and I put this forward, not because 
itis a pet scheme of mine—not at all, because 


the scheme was conceived in the first place, [ 
think, by my hon. friend opposite, the 
Director of Public Works. It has been ad- 


vooated by myself and several others and | 
think Mr, Rumjabno, an ex-member of the 
Sanitary Board, alao advccated something of 
this kind. Now, Sir, let me put the case from 
t:e opposite side: supposing you disagree, 
Sir, to this third resolution, { would want to 
know in the peculiar circumstances of this 
Colony, aud the peculiar way in which the 
housss are coustructed, and the peculiar way 
in which the land is portioned out, « better 
solution of the diffloulty. As hon. members 
know, and the public know, houses of the 
Chinese type are far too loog for their 
width, and air and sunlight can be 
introduced into the houso only from the front, 
and afler a great deal of difficulty, from the 
back, In the front there is always a lane or a 
publio rcad measuring from 20 perhaps to 30 
feet or more. Thus light can be fairly 
introduced into the front part of the building. 
Then, alter a great deal of difficulty and a great 
deal of legislation we bare compelled a back 
yard to be provided varying from a few feet, to 
say, twelve or fifteen feet. When a back yard 
like that, or a back Jane exists, then 
a certain proportion of light and air can 
be introduced into the rear: but the light 
will never be able to penetrate to the middle 
of the house. These houses, as I stated 
before, have an average depth of fifty feet 
with only a narrow frontage, the internal 
measurement being about 15 feet, Lateral 
windows are therefore absolutely necessary iv 
order to give sufficient light and air. Indeed, 
Sir, [ find in the proposals of the Govern: 
ment on the recommendations of the Sanitary 
Commission, laid on the table at the last meat- 
ing, a note regirding the length of these 
houses. Now, Sir, in houses erected on 
lind hitherto unoccupied by domestic 
buildings, your proposal to  insiat upon 
lateral windows would be all right, but 
I want to know in other cases, when contiguous 
houses are being rebuilt, how on earth are we 
to insist on the provision of lateral windows 
opening into external air without resumption of 
portion of the land in occupation of particular 
landowners. It is the resumption of third 
houses, and that alone, that oan give vou the 
means of insisting on lateral windows. You may 
insist, bat it could not be dove otherwise as it 
is phy-ically impossible, and thst is why I say 
the scheme for pulling down the upper storey 
of every third house is the only scheme which 
Promises to be effective; in fact, the only 
possible scheme. Aud yet, [ should be very 
glad indeed if any hon. member, or any unit af 
the outside public, conld point out a’ possible 
plan that would do away with the resumption 
of property already in occupation. As to 
resolution £ “That the priaciple- of just 
compensation should be recognised in snoh a 
scheme,” this is the orux of the question, The 
rejection of the scheme, as I stated before. was 
owing to the Government's refusal to grant aay 
just compensation, but I have shown you, while 
Speaking on tue third resolution, that com pen- 
sation is not given for the Joss of cubicles. but 
for open space—iao fact, for the resnmption of a 
certain portion of land thrown open as open space 
inorder toadmit air andlight intothe surround. 
ing houses. Now the Government may aay 
that even if they accept the price of the 
contribution towards the carrying out of this 
improvement, we bave not the means of doing 
so. The estimate is a very larg3 amount, 
$3,000,000, but the Government Coyld contribute 
sitber a thi d or half of it, wich wogid amount 
to aboat $3,000,000 or $4,100,090, How are 
the Goverument ging to gat that mo y P 
Now, Sir, in tte fi st place L Ww uld rem nd’ t D 
members tnat the money is nut requir-d all at 
once. Ia faot, the sohome requires a number of 
years tovarry out, ‘I'h= qaiok-st time iu which 
we could accomplish i would be from five 10 six 
years, and the lo.geat tne from ten to 
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twelve years. Then how much does it cost 
the Government to carry out a scheme 


which promises to put am end to a most 
difficult question concerning the sanitation 
of this Cotony ? Say we are to expend the sum 
of $4.000,000 which we will assume to be a loan 
at 34 per cent. for fifty years, aud allow one per 
cent. to go to sinking fand (which Iam told 
would be sufficient in fifty years to pay bsck the 
capital bond) that means 44 per cent.- Then 
it custs the Government $ 31),U00 a year, and 
tbat ia all, and in fifty years the whole of the 
interest and principal will have been paid off. 
Now gentlemen, is there any diffloulty to fiad this 
$180,000 a year? Isay there is none whataver, 
Every year the Government has speut semethiag 
like $500,000 on its Sanitary D-partment. I 
have not the exact figures at my finger ends, 
but at the same time f see from the report of 
the Commission, and algo in the estimates for 
last year, that the average is a little under 
tral figare, Now, if we make a final settle- 
ment of the cubicle question, aod .if we can 
improve the lighting and admission of fresh 
air into domestic buildings, then we have done 
avery great deal toward the improvement of 
the sanitation of the Colony. We woald have 
no need then to pay large sums of money each 
year for disinf ctauts, and what disinfectants 
in the world arc hstter than saolight aod fresh 
air. We wouldn't want such a large staff of 
sanitary inspectors, and we wouldn't want & 
great number of other things that we deem 
to be necessary in the present sanitary con- 
dition of the Colony. I submit, Sir, that we 
could easily save from one quarter to one half 
of the anoual expenditure of the Sanitary 
Board, aud this saving would be enough to 
mext the whole or the major part of tho 
annual expenditure that we will jocar. Sup- 
posing the (rovernment ig adverse to tho 
raising of a loan, then has it t»e means to 
carry out this scheme ¥ I say yes, within a very 
reasonable time, about ten years or so, Since 
1903, I think it was in’ 19u3 that it was 
resolved by the Governmant to lay aside 
Bonually a oonsiderable sum of money for 
the resumption cf insanitary properties, I 
believe two or three votes amouatiag 
to over half a million dollars have been 
recommended and passed by this Council. 
The area that is to be resum-d is still 
in the hands of the Guvernment—that is 
tosay the Kau U Fong rexumption, A large 
number of houses at Kau U Fong have been 
resumed aud pulled down, naw streets have been 
constructed, and lots of luud have been put up 
to public auction but the Gnverument did not 
realixe the figure they expected, and I belisve 
the laud still remains in the hands of the 
Government. Now, Sir, I believe if the 
Government were to devota this money, say a 
quarter of a million dollars, towards the 
resumption of every third house, or to con- 
tribute towards the cost of resuming every 
third houge and converting it into Open space, 
the Government would be able to do it within 
ten years, and without spending as it werg, 
anything extra from the revsnue of the 
Colony. Now, Sir, I think I have covered most 
of the ground necessary for the sapport of 
the resolutions. Resdlution five ig simply 
brought forward to have someone to taks the 
matter into careful consideration and to report 
to the Government or make known to the public 
whether the scheme contained in resolution 
three is desirable and praotical or not.

A great 
deal has bean said about the expenditure that will 
he incurred by its adoption butif hon. members 
will look c-refully at the drawings which have 
been putin frozt of them they will sea that while 
under the pres-ntlaw three ordinary houses will 
occupy an areacf 3000 equare feet and will only 
accommodate 34 persons per floor, two honses of 
the pew typeof equal size will occupy 2553 square 
feat and will accommodate 42 persons per floor. 
It may seem a littlacorious to refer t) bonuses 
occupying different areas as being of the same 
size but thatarises from the fact that the build- 
ings are of identically the sama dimensions— 
51 feet by 45 feet—but there isa diminution io 
the space required in the rear of the new 
{ppa of building. That being so if any owner 
of a block of houses should need to recon- 
struct his block there can be no hardship 
{o require him to build in accordance with 
this new type. T fail to eee in what respec het 
suffers any loss whatever. He can accommodate 
an increased number of persons io the same 
space and can construct bis building without 
any additional expense or if there should 
bs apy additional expense it would be very 
alight indeed—I should say that the balance 
would be in favour of the new type of honse. 
I confess, Sir, that very considerable difficulty 
exists in dealing with hou8es each of which is 
under separatecwnership. It isa most trouble- 
scme problem and will lava to be carefully 
considered. Certain of the owners must benefit 
at the expensu of the others. {[t would seem 
only fairtlat these owners suould be called upon 
tocontribute very largely towards the cost of 
carrying out any such scheme. The senior 
unofficial member made reference also tu the loss 
of cubicles which would be entailed by the 
scheme but that is not so. ‘The plan shows that 
under the new scheme there will bs 10 cubic’es 
in each floor whereas in the existing type 
there a:e only nine cubiclesin the (hree houses so 
that there will be uo logs on that account. The 
matter will require to bs very carefully gone 
info and it would be s mewhat rash to submit 
any scheme or proposal that would establish the 
principle of general compensation as is now pro- 
posed.

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I take it, Sir, the proper way to approach 
this subject. I regret very much that my hon. 
and learned friend on my left should not have 
seen it from that point of view instead of 
dealing with the comparatively speaking 
smaller phase of the question. However we 
have to deal with tha resolations as they are 
now before the hon. Council. The hon 
unofficial member on my right has practically 
expressed views with which I am in a*solute 
agreement. I cannot atall agree wita the hon. 
senior unofficial member in this matter of the 
changed styla of buildings throughout a large 
section of the Colony or that the question of 
eight million dollars, the estimated expenditure, 
has been satisfactorily solved. I am confirmed 
in my opinion by the remarks made by the hon. 
Director of Public Works. The hoo. and 
learned member on my left spoke of the G.y- 
ernment paying compensition in the event 
of every third house being pulled down 
but uofortunately he did not go into details 
to show tbat compensation should be 
paid to the landlords of the first and third 
houses when the Government had enforced 
the principle of pulling down the intermediate 
houses. -t appears to me that this would entail 
considerable expenditure— how much it is im- 
possible to say—but we-all know the style of 
building which exists in Hovgkong. I do not say 
that they are altogether jerry built, bat they are 
not of avery high standard. The proposal to 
take a block of houses and pull down every third 
house would considerably weaken the others. Et 
is also proposed to insert four or five lateral 
windows in each wall of each floor. It is very 
obvious that if you are going to out four or five 
windows cn each floor in what has hitherto 
besn a party wall the probability is that the 
whole of that wall will have to be rebuilt. I 
think that we can take it that the cost to the 
landlords will be very great. The Direotor 
of Public Works stated the advantages to the 
landlords in improvements to the property 
would be so vary great thatit would justify the 
Government in asking them to contribute very 
largely to this scheme. The present style of 
house accommodates 34 people, but after the 
Government had pulled down every third house 
the landlord would have to contribute to the 
cost of strengthening the walls of the remaining 
houses, and under the new scheme there would be 
42 people in. two houses instead of 34 in three. 
The landlords would have to contribute very 
largely and though the inorease in revenue 
would be something like 25 per cent. possibly a 
very larga capital expenditure would be neces- 
sary to alter these properties. Furthermore 
the Director of Public Worka seemed to lay a 
certain amount of emphasis upon the lesser 
amount of ground space to be ocoupied by two 
hou-es as against the three. The hon. member 
overlooked the fact that in order to make the 
lateral windows legal they would need to have 
13ft. external air. The plan spows the width 
of the house to be pulled down asfi3ft. Gin. In apy 
case you would have to allow 18 feet. Suppose 
a man has a piece of groun€ big enough to 
build three houses upon unfler present conditious

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surviving houses would not apparently inour a 
very large expenditure. No doubt we will have 
the advantage of his views on that point later on. 
But I cannot see from bis remarks in submitting 
his resolutions to this hop. chamber that the 
objection from the landlord's point cf view 
to these alterations in ‘the style of 
house has been removed. The hon. member 
said there was no practical difficulty in 
the reeonstinction of these walle, I have 
already dealt with that point. Now, Your 
Excellency, the fourth resolution deals with the 
question of just compensation. In your open- 
ing remarks your Exce'lenoy referring to the 
question made use of the word “ honesty ” and 
pointed out tbat the offlcial community 
appeared fo be exercised over the use of the 
Word “honesty” as having been an attack upon 
themeelves, That was notin my mind. There 
are two forms of honesty. There is the 
honesty of the individual, and any attack on 
this honesty ig vary serious. .There is the 
bonesty which I may call political, tha honesty 
of governments, As we all know that is a 
Mag loose term—perhaps not a very nice one 
to have to apply toa government you are criti- 
cising, but afterall it isa very old question. The 
term has been used in connection with the 
epolistion of the publican and the spoliation of 
the Irish Landlord which are or have been 
burning questions at home. As I pointed out 
at the last meeting the question of the spcliation 
of the Jandlord—I use she word not in its off- 
ensive sense--bas been more honestly dealt with 
by the Home Government than by the Govern- 
ment of this Colony who madea mistake when 
this Ordinance was introduced.

Shipping firms have lost | 
a great deal of money on account of the quiran- 
tine laws and other things; tradespeople and 
manufacturers lose very large sums of money: | 
landlords and tenants also xuff-r, because putting 
up cubiclesaaod knockiug them down again costs a 
lot of money; then also the Sanitary Commission 
found that a large amount of money is wasted 
in carrying out certain suppos-d sanitary im 
provements in houses which hare to be renewed 
again after a little time; by the payment of 
large sums of money into the hands of sabor- 
dina e officers as bribes; also in re-concreting 
houses and so on. These represent a loss to 
the Colony every year. Theo the increasing 
of the Sanitary Staff from year to year involves 
avery large loss. But isit not wisa to expend 
a large sum of mouey at one tima to get every- 
thing in order, and thereby to make a lirga 
saving sonually? As -regards the remarks

of the hon. Director of Pablic orks, 
I think, he must have micunderstood me 
altogether. Inever made 'he remark t at the 
naw style of house would inrolve the loss 
of cubicles; rather I think it in- 
creases the accommodation, becange,as anyone 
looking at this plan will see, the kitchen 
ia placed in a spsce previ usly occupied by the 
third house, and cubicles can be built right 
along the side, therefore it can contan many 
more. WhatI meant was that te Government 
refused to give compensation, b«ause they say 
compensation would be given to the landlords for 
the logs of cubicles. I say that is wrong. It 
is’ not given to the land ords for the loss of 
cubicles, but in return for the resumption of 
certaiu land to convert into open spaces, 
thus giving facility for J‘ateral windows. 
As regards the remarks of ‘he hon, m-mber 
to the effyot that he would have preferred 
the whole question to have been raised rather 
than the question of cubicl+s alone, I regret 
I could not take up the wuole subject at the 
present time. Tne subject is a very big one 
and besides wo have several other important 
questions which oll fur consideration. It is 
quits premature in my opiniin to force 
the Government. Basides when yon deal 
with this question satisfactorily it wil. 
go 8 long way to settle the whole sanil 
tary problem of the Colo:y. Now the hon. 
member asked what advantages the landlords 
gain io order to overcoms the objection to the 
large expsnditure in the s'rengthening of walls, 
Wellif the hon. member will only look at the 
plans before him he will find there the advan- 
tages which the landlords will derive by coming 
under the scheme, In the first place tha 
landlords on either side will gain an ivoreas:d 
accimmodation of over fifty per-cent. The 
rental of the houses must depend of oourse 
upoo the number of per-ons the houses 
cao accommodate. Now if you look at the 
plans. of the three houses of the old {ype 
you will see that they could only accommod- 
ate’ 34 parsons in the three houses. On the 
other hand two houses with lateral windows 
will xcoommodate 42 p-rsoos per floor, That 
is to say the old type of house under the 
existing law would only ba equal to the 
accommodation of 34 persons, and the three 
houses altoget her conld not ecoommodate as 
many persons as the two. Snuipose each 
person would give a dolar for their lodging 
the three houses altogether would only realise 
$34 p-r floor whereas the two houses would 
realise $42, Besides they have latrine acoom- 
modation occupyiog about one third of the 
resumed space. That represents a free gift of a 
third of the spac3 to them. Therefore they 
should contribute towards the comp-nsation 
given for these opan spaces and also toward the 
cost of strengthening or rebuilding their walls. 
Supposing the reconstruction of a wall is neces- 
sary I suppose it would cost about :2.5 ".

! as follows :—“ A member may not vote, but it 

is not absolutely out of order for a member to 
take part in a discussion where his pecuniary 
inferest is involved (July 25, 1859)." “A hon. 


member is debarred from voting in 
| questions in which he has a _pecaniary 
interest, though they may be questions 


when it is becoming for members or a mem- 
ber to withdraw bef re the division” 
(March 18, 1864). ‘This interest must be a 
direct pecuniary interest and separately oe- 
longing {o the persons whose votes were quest- 
ioned, and not in common with the rights of 
| His Majesty’s subjects, or on a matter of 
| State policy" (May's Law of Parliament, 9th 


edition, page 1811), 

I am, therefore. to suggest for the considera- 
| tion of the Board that an additional rule be made 
tothe effect indicated above. with the addition 
that when any membs>r i: go interested he should 
mention the fact and withdraw or abstain from 
voting settlement.

The hearing of the application by Long Kee, 
of the firm of Messrs. Fook Wo Chong, mer- 
chants, carrying on business at 39, Wing Lok 
Street, to set aside a daed of mortgage was 
resumed. The Hon. Mr. H. E. Pollock, K.C., 
and Mr, H.G. Calthrop (instructed by Mr. 
A. G. Jackson, of Messrs. Johnson, Stokes and 
Master) appeared for the plaintiff, while the 
defendant, Ng Wai, merchant, was represented 
by Mr. M. W. Slade (instracted by M. G.K. 
Hall Brutton). 

The Chief Justicajsaid he could jnot under- 
stand how Mr, Pollock could justify the plain- 
tiff leaving the title deeds in an old biscuit box 
in his house Lere while he went to Australia 
when he bad an agent. 

Mr. Pollock suggested that the defendant 
placed them in the biscuit box because he 
thought that nobody would be likely to look for 
papers in such a receptacle. It was like the 
cases where misers bad hidden their gold io 
chimneys. If robbers broke into « house they 
would naturally break open any locked box to 
look for valuables but they would not be likely 
to Jook in an old biscuit box. 

His Honour then delivered judgment. He 
ssid: In this case two things only are quite 
clear. One is that whatever sympathy I may 
feel for the unfortunate defendant I can take 
no account of that in my finding on the facts. 
The second is I shall get no nearer the truth if 
T spend a week thinking about the facts. It is 
& curious case whatever way you look atit. A 
well to do Australian merchant leaving his title 
deeds in a bisouit box when he had an agent 
who would haye carefully takan care of them, 
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deeds can be utilised for raising money. 
There is scacely a link between the two 
stories, the plaintiff's story and the defen- 
dant’s story. I believe that fraud was tom- 
mitted and that it was facilitated by the mystery 
which surrounds the use of*the tong family

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the judgment which ) am just giving. It 
would involve the minutely piecing  to- 
gether of the evidence without any very 
convincing results to either side or myself. 
I must, therefore, do whst a jaryman doss, 
and arrive at the best conclusion possible 
with the facts fresh in my mind. I think on 
the whole that it involves less facts to disbelieve, 
to give judgment for plaintiff, bat thea I mast 
here take into consideration the very unfortunate 
position in which the defendant has b:en placed. 
I adopt entirely the words of Jessel, Master of 
the Roll:, in Cooper v. Beasley (reads). I feel 
I am justified in finding that frand was 
committed. and I am justified in finding that 
through the extreme negligence of the plaintiff 
somebody was enabled to commit ths fraud 
and so deprive this unfortunate defendant of 
large sums of his savings. Therefore I make 
an order that the plaintiff pay all the costs 
of the case including—which L believe I have 
the right to do—the costs ag batween solicitor 
and client. I want to say ons word: It seems 
a very bard order to make, bat when you come 
to work it down you see the plaintiff's position 
better—“I bave had property; I have been 
deprived of it by fraud. If this defendant is 
allowed to retain the property I shall be deprived 
of my property". I think it only jaost he 
should pay all the cos's which defendant has 
been put foin the matter. It is the penalty 
which he has to pay for his negligence io 
leaving his documents lying about as they 
were. Judgment for plaintiff, who must pay 
all costs. 

Mr. Pollock asked to be farther heard on the 
subject of costs, 

His Honour remarked that that was the only 
way in which he could do jastice in the case. 
Mr. Pollock—It is a tremendous penalty, 

His Honour—There are the other remedies. 
Proceedings may be taken against somebody, 

Mr Pollock submitted there was no power 
to make a successful party pay the costs of the 
other. 

His Houour replied that Mr. Pollock could 
move the Full Coart. 

Mr. Pollock said it might be taken against 
them that there was no leave to appeal against 
costs. 

His Honour—You shall have leave to appeal 
on costs. 

Mr, Pollock intimated that ho would appeal. 


MANILA’S POPULATION. 


CHINESE COMMUNITY GREATLY DECREASED, 


The new Buresu of Health census, which was 
taken during the month of January, shows that 
Manila has a popalatioa of 223,542 as against 
219,941 of the official cansus of 1903, or an in- 
crease of 3,001 or 16,37 per thousand. 

The increase by nationalities is a follows: 


A mericans ... 810 or 18 per cent. 
Filipinos . 5,010 or 2 per cent. 
Spaniards 375 or 14 per cent. 


All other nationalities 248 or 27 per cent. 

There has been a decrease in the Chinese 
population, from 21,230 to 18,028, or 13 per cent ; 
and among those clas-ified as “ other Eurcpaans’ 
there has been a reduction from },117 to 977, or 
12 per cent. 

The decrease in the number of Chinese can 
probably be accounted for by : 

1. The large emigration to the provinces 
which has taken place among the people of this 
nationality as peace conditions ia the outlying 
districts have become mere and more secare. 

2. By the operation of the Chinese Exclusion 
Law, which prevents immigration of this 
nationality to the Philippines, thus preventing 
a replacing of the losses caused by the mor- 
tality. 

3. The few births owing to the small number 
of wives of Chinaman who live in Manila. 

4. The return of many to China to spend the 
remainder of their lives. 

5. The census being taken at a time when a 
great many Chioamen were visiting their native 
country to celebrate the Chinese New Year. 

The Acting Secretary of the Iaterior has 
approved the use of the figures of the censu< 
taken by tle Burean of Health, and the same 
will be used hereafter in compiling all vital 
statistics, Se

QUARRY BAY DOCK OPENED. 


THE LARGEST IN THE BAST. 


Another new dock opened. Such was the 
news onJune 22nd and these who wore privileged 
to be pres:nt at the occasion wilnesssd 6 
spectale that was inspiring. Certainly it spoke 
volumes for that enterprise, that determination 
to overcome all obstacles, and that continued 
success which has characterised the fiem of 
Butterfield and Swire, and given it a reput- 
ation second to none in the East. The new 
dock, built at Quarry Bav for Messrs. Batter. 
field and Swire, has the distinotion of being the 
largest in the Far East, and tbe coincidences that 
it received its baptism so soon after the new 
naval dock is, to say the least, remarkable, Both 
utdertakirgs add immeasurably to the com- 
mercial importance of the Colony, and with 
such indications of enterprise there need be 
little fear for the fulure of Hongkong. 

In the construction of this dock at Quarry 
Bay there were unusual difficulties to copa 

‘with aud great obstacles to overcome. For 

instance there bad to be a severe tussle with 
nature, But the faith which removes woun- 

- tai s, backed by coolie labour operating under 
engineering intelligence, succeeded in removing 
a large part «f the hill that touched the sea 
at Quarry Bay point and in outting a new road 
to Shaukiwan, No less than 1,600,000 cubic 
yards of earth had to be excavated, thus 
bringing to use, together with the land re- 

‘claimed, 514 acres, the area ocoupied by the 
works, ; 

' Those who remember this part of the island 
before the work was commenced will marvel at 
the transformation which has been wron ht. 
The face of nature has been completely 
changed and though the effect may not be to 
heighten the scenic beauty of the locality there 
can be no doubt as to the utility of the uoder- 
taking. Stupendous is the only word to 
describe the work. Part ofa mountain hus been 
removed, the sea has been forced to give s port- 
ion of land, and a huge dock, lucking massive 
and substantial with its granite foundations, 
dominates the locality, a triumph to the skill 
of man. 

Now for a fow figures which will help to im- 
press the immensity of the dock on the minds 
ef readers. On the coping the dook is 787 feet 
long, and on the keel blocks 750. At high 
water level the entrance is 88 feet wide and 82 
feet wide at the level of the sill, while the dock 
has a central width at the top of 120 feet and 
at the bottom 83 feet 6 inches. The caisson, 
built of steel, works on bearers and when the 
dock is open it slides into a special chamber at 
the side. It weighs 400 tons, and bas a collap- 
sible bridge. The pumping gear being installed 
will be capable cf emptying the dock under 
three hours. 

Before leaving the dock itself 
be made of the huge cofferdam 

“constructed before the dock 
.Owing to the bad bottom pi 
‘resorted to, and after incred§ble fabour a coffer- 
.dam 600 feet in length was completed in 19 '5, 
‘after three years’ work. A sea wall of 3,000 
| had also to be built, so that it will be seen that

j Skill and ingenuity as well as@ lavish ex- 
penditure of money.

&1rR,—I aee from the reply given by the Go- 
vernment to Mr. Osborne's question, as to what

time, anyone of us who has to take arioksha for 
a journey cut of the line of the tramway or aay 
a short distance when one does not wish to wait 
for a car will still have to put np with the 
present disgraceful state of affairs. 

{ snppore «ne would be called upreason. 
able who expected to find iu this ( olony as 
effective a service and o8 good a type of ricksha 
as that which is fo be found in poor little Macao; 
(which goodness knows is bad enough), bat I 
think we might reasonably expect, and almost 
insist on having waterproof aprons, These can 
be mada of American cloth and obtained at a 
small cost—the present aprons are nothing 
more nor jess than a piece of cloth painted with 
stinking Chinese paint, red inside and black 
out—and have no pretensions !o being water 
proof —-and shou'd oue by chancy b: attire! in 
white kit—one's appearance after a ride of even 
100 yards on a wet day is no doubt ludicrous to 
others but exceediogly annoying to oneself,— 
The framework which supports the hood is also 
painted with some filthy Chinese compound 
instead of being lacquered, so that after being 
jolted from side to side a few times- owing to 
the tramlines and other obstacles to b+ found 
on our road—one emerg 8 striped all over in 
black like » zebra. Why should wo in this 
Colony, which is o1e of the most wealthy have 
the very worst service of rickshas in the Bast ? 
Other pluces like Sing pore for instance, not 
only has its trams—but a first class service of 
gharies as well, and in addition to these pro. 
vides two different classes of rickshas—the 
second of which comparrs favourably with 
many private ricshas in this Colony, Noth- 
ing can be mure contemptible than the 
little fly-box apulogiea which we have here;
